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CLASSIFICATION  OF  DAFFODILS 


THE  DIVISIONS  OFFERED  ARE  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Division  1— TRUMPET  DAFFODILS. 

Distinguishing  character — Trumpet  or  crown  as  long  or  longer 
than  the  perianth. 

(a)  Varieties  with  yellow  or  lemon-colored  trumpets,  and  peri¬ 
anth  of  same  shade  or  lighter  (but  not  white). 

(b)  Varieties  with  white  trumpet  and  perianth. 

(c)  Bi-color  varieties,  i.  e.,  those  having  a  white  or  whitish 
perianth  and  a  trumpet  colored  yellow,  lemon,  or  primrose,  etc. 

Division  2.— INCOMP ARABILIS. 

Distinguished  character — Cup  or  crown  less  than  one-third  the 
length  of  the  perianth  segments. 

(a)  Yellow  shades  with  or  without  red  coloring  on  the  cup. 

(b)  Bi-color  varieties  with  white  or  whitish  perianth  and  self¬ 
yellow,  red-stained,  or  red  cup. 

Division  3. — BARRII. 

Distinguishing  character — Cup  or  crown  less  than  one-third  the 
length  of  the  perianth  Segments. 

(b)  Bi-color  varieties  with  white  or  whitish  perianth  and  self- 
yellow,  red-stained,  or  red  cup. 

Division  4. — LEEDSII. 

Distinguishing  character — Perianth  white,  and  cup  or  crown  white, 
cream  or  pale  citron,  sometimes  tinged  with  pink  or  apricot. 

(a)  Cup  or  crown  not  less  than  one-third  but  less  than  equal 
to  the  length  of  the  perianth  segments. 

(b)  Cup  or  crown  less  than  one-third  the  length  of  the  perianth 
segments. 

Division  7.— JONQUILLA  HYBRIDS. 

All  varieties  of  N.  Jonquilla  parentage. 

Division  8.— TAZETTA  AND  TAZETTA  HYBRIDS. 

To  include  the  hardy  race  of  Poetaz  varieties,  vigorous  plants 
bearing  heads  of  well-formed  flowers,  deliciously  fragrant.

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la.  YELLOW  TRUMPETS 

Abv’n:  Perianth  (P.)  outer  petals;  Trumpet  (T.). 

Apotheosis.  Largest  Trumpet  Daffodil  of  exquisite  form, 
soft  yellow.

It’s  brilliance 
is  always  the  same,  regardless  of  season,  being  more 
vigorous  than  Galopin.  I  am  told  I  hold  the  only  stock 
available  in  this  country.

A  very  lovely  and  popular  flower;  broad, 
creamy  P.,  with  crown  stained  orange-apricot.  Per  10,

The  petals  of  card¬ 
board  substance  (measuring  5  in.  across)  and  the  plant’s 
unusual  height,  furnish  a  garden  decorative  of  great 
distinction.

These  lovely  hybrids,  two  or  more  on  a 
stem,  are  charming  for  cutting  and  decorative  purposes.

Medusa.  A  superb  Poetaz  with  clusters  of  fragrant  flow¬ 
ers;  the  P.  is  pure  white  with  beautiful  brilliant  orange 
scarlet  eye.

Orient.  An  old  fragrant  white  variety  with  a  touch  of 
pink,  edging  the  pale  creamy  eye.  Per  10,  $1.00. 

10.  DOUBLE 

Cheerfulness.  Double  white,  with  pale  yellow  at  base  of 
petals.  Three  or  four  flowers  on  a  strong  stem.  Each,

Odorus  Plenus — Queen  Anne’s  Double  Jonquil.  This 
flower  should  not  be  confused  with  Jonquilla  flore  pleno, 
the  double  form  of  The  Single  Sweet  Jonquil.  Queen 
Anne’s  Double  Jonquil  has  been  described  as  “A  minia¬ 
ture  bomb  peony”  so  perfectly  enfolded  are  the  perianth 
segments  of  this  coveted  gem;  found  only  occasionally 
in  old  Southern  gardens.  The  charming  flowers  are 
borne  in  golden  clusters  on  very  tall  stems  and  are  red¬ 
olent  with  Jonquilla  fragrance.  Very  scarce.  Per  10,

FOR  NATURALIZING 

Ancient  N.  biflorus  (Tazetta)  two  fis.  to  a  stem,  pearly 
white,  lemon  eye  and  deliciously  fragrant  together  with 
my  Grandmother’s  old  pale  primrose  (Incomparabilis) 
narcissus,  are  offered  in  mixture.  The  latter  is  one  of 
the  earliest  flowers  to  appear  in  old  Virginia  gardens, 
following  N.  spurious  in  period  of  bloom.  N.  bilflorus 
is  among  the  latest  to  flower  and  so  the  two  serve  an 
admirable  combination  for  planting  en  masse;  yielding 
two  separate  and  distinct  periods  of  bloom  with  no  pos¬ 
sibility  of  conflict.
